DEATH OF A. B. HERMAN 



Two fatalities marked the celebra- 
tion of the Fourth of July in Lake 
tounty, one a direct Fourth fatality, 
the other an accidental drowning.at the 
Mitchell bridge at Long Lake. 

The moat serious accident in Wauke- 
gan was an automobile skidding over 
the banks of a high, brush fringed ra- 
vine in Haines Park, turning turtle, 
three or-four times, and landing near 
the bottom of the ravine tof the injury 
of two. 

The, general casualsy list Is much less 
lengthy than usual and includes a bare 
score of accidents, mostly to small boys 
while there was some minor damage to 
property. 

Monday, near 4 o'clock, on the eve of 
the Fourth, Jay Hublands, aged 30, 
married and with one child, and resid- 
ing on Aberdeen street, Chicago, was 
either taken with cramps or with an 
attack of heart failure, while bathing 
at Long Lake near the Mitchell iron 
bridge. 

He was seen suddenly to throw up 
hia arms and vanish beneath barely five 
feet of water. He waa dead when the 
body was recovered clad in a bathing 
suit. Ruhlands is a carpenter who had 
come to Long Lake to work, • 

Uuhlnnds it appears had been warned 
to beware of deep places in the lake 
and one theory is that he sunk into a 
hole and could not swim well enough to 
extricate himself from it. 

The failure of parents to hide, safe 
from sight a box of loaded shot gun 
shells, and the desire of a 10-year-old 
boy and his two Chicago cousins to cel- 
ebrate the national holiday, led to the 
death of Elmer Schaser. 10 years old 
the son of Mr. and Mrs, Henry Schaser 
of Lake Zurich, death being caused by 
a gun shot wound In the head. 

Wallace Jorgensen of 1525 North 
Fortieth court, Chicago, may also lose 
the sight of his left eye as the result of 
the same shot which anuffedout the life 
of his 10-year-old cousin. 

Elmer Schaser was the proud posses- 
sor of a twelve gauge shot gun, a pres- 
ent a few years ago from his father. 
When the Fourth rolled Around Elmer 
provided himself with a large number 
of blank cartridges, which he planned 
to fire off in the presence of his two 
Chicago cousins, Chris and Wallace 
Jorgensen. 

The temptation of the Fourth proyed 
too strong to be resisted, however, and 
before the evening came when the two 
cousins arrived; the blank cartridges 
were all gone. Not to be robber, how- 
ever, of his pleasure, ^Elmer Schaser 
went into the house where he know 
that somewhere were stored a number 
of boxes of loaded shells. He slyly 
slipped one box of the loaded shells in- 
to his pocket and went out in front of 
the house where his cousins were wait- 
) ing. Chris Jorgensen, It is said, asked 
the right to flre the first shot, and it is 
claimed that the gun was placed in hia 
hands and he was told to fire It straight 
into the air. In some manner, while ho 
was in the act of raising tho gun to his* 
shoulder, preparatory to pointing the 
muzzle into the air, the gun exploded, 
the entire charge of heavy shot pierc- 
ing the head of hia cousin, Elmer 
Schaser, who waa standing in a direct 
line. 

Death resulted immediately, and be- 
fore hia frightened comrades could sum- 
mon presence of mind enough to lift 
him from the ground, life was. extinct. 
One of the shot from the same chorge, 
which took thq life of young Schaser, 
entered tho loft oye of Wallace Jorgen- 
sen, and it Is feared that the sight of 
theeye will be destroyed, although tho 
physician in charge stated that there 
was a alight ray of hope. 



Pioneer Resident of Grass Lake Passes 
Away Saturday, July 1. 

One of the oldest and best known 
settlers of Grass Lake was called to 
his reward on Saturday of last week 
when Andrew B. Herman breathed hia 
last at the home of his aon Henry ^in' 
thia village, where he has been for the 
past two months. 

He had been in failing health for the 
past two or three years, the advance- 
ment of years being the chief cause. 
Gradually he grew weaker and weaker 
and other complications having set in 
he was under the care of a nurse the 
last few weeks of his life. 

The deceased was born in Boden, 
Germany, on the 29th day of November 
1833, and passed awav June 3D, 1911, at 
the age of 77 years, 7 months and 1 
day. In the year 1841 he came to 
America and on the 14th day of July 
1853 he was united in marriage to Miss 
Marie Anna School. Seven years later 
they settled in the neighborhood of 
Grass Lake and that place was their 
home continuously from that time until 
their death- To them twelve children 
were born, eight of whom still survive, 
five daughters, Mrs. Mary Little and 
Mrs. Minnie Raymaker of Waukegan, 
Mrs. Carrie Behrns of Gurnee, Mrs. 
Josephine Cropper of Chicago, and Mrs, 
Theresa Middendorfit of this place, and 
■three sona, William of Lawton, Okla- 
homa, Henry of Antloch, and ^Frank of 
South Dakota. 

He was left a widower April 26, 
1902, and on the 3rd of November 1903 
was married to Mrs. Babetta Meyer, 
who also preceded him to the land of 
rest, having passed away April I7th of 
the present year. 

Mr. .Herman was for a number of 
years proprietor of the place known as 
the Hunters' Home, one of the first 
summer resorts at Grass Lake. He 
was a man widely known and thor- 
oughly respected by all, and his death 
will be mourned by his many friends 
and neighbors as well as by his own im- 
mediate family.

The Locusts are Smaller This Year

The seventeen year locuat, that pest 
which makes its appearance In this 
country every seventeen years, ia now 
in Waukegan in large numbers, the rav- 
ages of the pest being noticed espec- 
ially in the trees of the ravine. Ac- 
cording to the statement of one man it 
has been twenty- four years since the 
locusts have been seen in Waukegan in 
any great numbers and the number this 
year promises to surpass that of for- 
mer years. 

The locusts, so far, it is claimed, have 
confined their operations to the trees of 
the city, and many trees, especially In 
the ravine which crosses Genesee street 
have been nearly stripped of their foli- 
age. As far as Is known there is noth- 
ing which can be put on the trees 
which will prevent the ravages of the 
peat. Water has been turned on some 
of the trees with all force, and it does 
not serve to loosen the hold of the 
locusts upon the trees. ,

The Illinois Legislature has rearange- 
ed the game laws of the state to a cer- 
tain degree and the following ia a 
synopsis. 

You may kill 12 quail per day from 
Nov. 11 to Dec. 9, inclusive; open sea- 
son 29 days; sale prohibited. 

You many kill 3 prairie chickens per 
day from Nov. 12 to Nov. 17, both in- 
clusive; open season 6 days; sale pro- 
hlbted. 

Wild turkey and pheasants protect- 
ed until July 1, 1913. Partridges and 
woodcock protected until July 1, 1915. 
Netting, trapping or ensnaring quail 
prairie chicken, pheasauta, wild tur- 
key, grouse or partridge, is prohibited. 
You may kill 12 morning doves per 
day from August 2 to Nov. 29, both In- 
clusive; open season 120 days; may 
be sold in open season. 

You may kill 15 gray, red fox or black 
squirrel per day from June 1 to Nov. 
15, both indusive; open season 168 days; 
sale prohibited. 

You may kill 15 per day of all kinds 
of snipe and plover from Sept. 2 to 
April 30, both inclusive; open season 
241 days, sale prohibited. 

Youmay kill per day 15 ducks, 10 
■geese, 10 brant, 15 coots, 15 rail and 
other water fowls from Sept 2 to April 
14, both Inclusive; open season 225 days; 
sal&.prohibited. 

You must not kill wild geeae, ducka, 
brant, coots, rail or other water fowl 
after sundown or before sunrise of each 
succeeding day. 

The shooting, killing or destroying or 
the attempt to shoot, kill or destroy 
geese, ducks, brandt, coots, rail or 
others water fowl with a swivel gun or 
rifle, or from any sailboat, gasoline or 
electric launch or steamboat or from 
any sink box or sneak boat or artificial 
blind in open water, in thia atate, Is 
absolutely prohibited. 

The killing, catching or having in 
possession, living or dead, of any wild 
bird, or part of wild bird, other than 
a game bird, is prohibited with the 
following exceptions: English spar- 
row, crow, blackbird, hawk and blue 

jay- 

The destrucitonor removal from their 
nests of the eggs of all game and song 
birds ia prohibited. 

You must not use or attempt to use 
the license of another person or in any 
manner make any change in any license 
for the purpose of transferlng the aame, 
under-the penalty of prosecution for 

perjury. 

Owners of farm lands, their children 
(if residents of the state) of tenants 
may hunt und kill game on their own 
farms during the open season when it is 
lawful to kill game without procuring a 
resident hunting license; but they must 
not hunt beyond the confines of their 
own farms without said hcenses. 

Hunters must carry their licenses 
with them or they will be liable to pro- 
secution for hunting without a license. 

You must procure a license before 
hunting rabbits but they may be killed 
and sold In any number and in all sea- 
sons of the year and they may also be 
hunted with ferrets. 

,The title to and ownership of all song 
birds, game birds and animls protected 
under the game law ia declared to be in 

the state. 

Non-residents procuring TreBident 
hunters' liccenses will be prosecuted 
for perjury. \

As the haying season approaches, 
on every farm where hay Is handled 
with 'apparatus involving ropo at 
least ono man or boy should acquaint 
himself with the long and short 
splice. No trick Is more useful and 
valuable on tho farm than this art of 
quickly and successfully splicing a 
rope. It is simple, though It requires 
a little practice. It Is easily dem- 
onstrated, but more difficult to de- 
scribe on paper. However, by care- 
fully and patiently following through 
the descriptions and references to the 
diagrams the process can be easily 
followed. 

The Long and Short Splice. 

Figure 62 represents the beginning 
of the long splice. Two ropes, A and 
B, ore unraveled to sufficient length 
and laid togptbcr, so that no two 
fitrands of the same rope will come 
together. Thus, strand X of rope A 
will bo strands n and o, ropo B; like- 
wise y is between n and m, .ind z Is 
just between o and m. In this figure* 
z Is just being unraveled further and 
n run Into Us place. When n has 
been run Into ropo A a sufllclent dls- 
dance, z and n will lay together as 
represented In Figure 63, at A. Then 
o of ropo A rolled Into Us place un- 
til it has been carried as far as n was 
In rope A; y and m are left at the 
place of Joining. The splice thus far 
"will then look as represented in Fig- 
ure 64 at A, B and C. 

The strands zn, ym and xo must 
next be tied to prevent them pulling 
out. This la accompUahcd by tying 
a simple or overhand knot with tho 
two strands lying next to each other, 
and then weaving the end Into tho 
rope. Figure 04 repreaents the two 
strands z and n with an Improper 
knot at B. The strands should be 
tied as at C If the splice Is to be long 
lived. 

Tying the Strands. 

Figure 65 represents the methods 
of completing the tic of tho strands k 
and n. At A. the diagram shows the 
overhand knot drawn tight, making 
iLs small an enlargement as possible. 
At B, tho diagram shows n put ovor 
e and under the first strand of the 
rope, while z la put over n and under 
the first strand of the other rope. 
C ahows the knot nt B drawn tight. 
Strands n and z may be carried over 
and under aga^n If desired. Strands 
ym and xo are then treated as zn has 
been. When the six strands have 
thus been treated, they should be cut 
off close to the rope, and the finished 
splice Is shown In Figure 60. 

The ends that have been cut off 
should have a dressing of tar, white 
lead, or some similar substnnco to 
keep them In place. Tho splice for 
a three-strand ropo has been de- 
scribed with a Blight rearrangement 
of the ties to hold tho ends of the 
strands, being careful to keep these 
equally spread. The same method 
may be used on a rope of any num- 
ber of strands. 

The Length of Splice. 

Long splices should ho made the 
following lengths for varlous-slzod 
ropes:

Figures 07, G8 and 6D represent the 
short splice, which Is started as 
shown In Figure 67, and la like the 
long splice except the strands mo of 
ropo B, and xyz of rope A are not as 
long. The strAnds are then woven 
over tho first one and under tho next 
until the splice will look like Figure 
68. This Is then drawn tight, after 
wlilch tho strands mno and dxyz may 
be woven under and over as many 
timea as required. Figure .60 shows 
the finished splice. 

Tho length of a short splice requir- 
ed for various sized ropes, and the 
number of times the strands should

The short splice Is not as strong 
or ns permanent a joint as the long 
Bplico, but Is more quickly made. 

Care and Inspection of Ropea. 
Where ropes are used for trane- 
mlsaion purposes, lubrication la Im- 
portant, but lubricating a rope will 
diminish Its strength about one-flfth 
or one-third. Lubricating a hay-fork 
has its disadvantages, but when a 
ropo la used out of doors, a water- 
proof coating is necessary to preserve 
It from decay. Beeswax and black 
lead, with a little tallow, form an ex- 
cellent moisture-proof coating. Pass- 
ing tho rope through bolting hot tar 
forms n coating which protects the 
rope from exposure to moisture, but 
It makes the fiber rigid and Impairs 
the strength. 

To detect a weakened rope the 
first thing to bo done Is to inspect 
the outside carefully, running over 
tho lines from end to end to note If 
any of the strands or yams com- 
posing tho strands are damaged. If 
nothing wrong Is discovered about the 
outside, tho Inside should be Inspect- 
ed at various points by untwisting 
Btifllclently to expose the Inner sur- 
faces. If many broken fibers are 
found, the rope has been considerably 
weakened. If the fibers have been re- 
duced to powder In many plncos, the 
strength has been very seriously Im- 
paired. When many broken fibers 
are found, the rope should bo con- 
fined to loads not heavier than half 
of what It formerly stood, and If n 
considerable quantity of powder is 
found, the ropo should be condemned. 
Twist In Now Ropes. 

The twist In new hay-fork ropes is 
n tax on our patience and can be rem- 
edied by the following simple method. 
Before the new rope is run through 
the pulleys, tie one end to rear axle 
shaft of a carriage or one-horse 
wagon. letting tho rope out to drag 
behind. Drive across a meadow for 
16 or 20 minutes and tho twist will be 
considerably removed. This ahould 
not be done on a dusty road for grit 
win adhere and no dhmage later. 

This tendency for new rope to un- 
twist is not alarming, for it Is alm'ply 
a tendency for the twist of tho 
strands to balance the twist of the 
threads, after which an equilibrium 
will be maintained, providing tho 
team, which Is holstlnr hay. Is turned 
around to the richt and left alter- 
nately.

ONG before "the discovery of America 
there flourlahed In Boutbern Mexico, 
Guatemala, and parts of Honduras a 
^otit civilization, -which has been call- 
ed the Mayo. It may be said at the 
outset without exaggeration that this 
civilization had reached a height 
equalled by no other people of the 
western hemisphere prior to the com- 
ing of the white man. In architecture 
In Bculpturo, and In printing the 
Mayas excelled. Their priests were 
astronomers of no mean ability, hav- 
ing observed and recorded without the aid of in- 
struments of precision such as are known to us 
the lengths of the Solar and Venus years, and 
probably the lengths of the Mercury and Mars 
years. In addition 'to tbls they had developed 
B calendar system and perfected a chronology 
which in some of Its characteristics was supe- 
rior to our own. 

Tho the ancient glory of this people had long 
since departed when Hernando Cortez first 
came In contact with thorn on tho coast of Yu- 
catan in 1519. Their star had set. Their great- 
est cities had been abandoned and lay In ruins, 
aud their country was prostrated by tho quar- 
rels of a score or more of petty independent 
chieftains, each of whom was waging war on 
tho other. Even tho memory of tho older clt- 
ioB, of their culture, such as Palenquo, Copan 
and Quiniqua, for example, seems to have pass- 
ed from tho mind of men, their former existence 
forgotten. Famine, pestilence and Internecine 
strife are al said to have been contributory 
causes to the decay and eclipse which overtook 
this brilliant aboriginal civilization several 
centuries before tho Span- 
ish first set foot In the new 
world. 

Prpbably the largest, and 
certainly tho most magnifi- 
cent, of the ruined cities 
which the Spanish conquer- 
ors found on their arrival In 
Tucatau was Chlchen Itza, 
around which even In Its 
desolation there still clus- 
ter a thousand traditions of 
former sanctity and splen- 
dor. The name Chlchen Itza 
is Maya, and means Chl- 
mouth, Chon-v/oll3 and Uza, 
tho name of the Maya tribe, 
who lived in the neighbor- 
hood of tho place. "The 
Mouth of the Wells of tho 
Itaas" therefore Is the 
moaning of the name; nor 
could a more appropriate 
one have been applied to 
the place by any people. 
Tho whole peninsula of 
Yucatan Is a vast limestone formation with lit- 
So or no surface water. One may trave for 
miles and miles and never cross river or brook, 
r even chance upon a modest aP/»n^- I°^««^: 
S the northern part, where most o t^» ^^f^ 
ruined cities are located, water Is fully 70 feet 
S^low the surface of tho ground. The modern 
fnhabltants overcome this -^f ^^^i^? ^^J^-^^J 
of wells and windmills, which afford the only 

aouTce of water supply d-^^^^.^-^^^j'^ ^^ 
Bon (December to Juno) excepting what little 
Zm water may have been caught during the 
rainy months and stored in cisterns. 

But of wolls and windmills the ancient Ma)- 
as know nothing, and, generally Bpoaking hod 
ft not- been for the great natural reservoirs 
"bfc"^ nature had scattered here and/^^" 
over tho country Yucatan never could have 
been colonlicd. 

These great natural wolls, or. as the Mayas 
n«n them conotes, are found all over Yucatan. 
^"; ^re usuaUy clbout 150 feet In diameter or 
rmet^mes more, and about 70 f«ot In depth to 
fSr ir!vT,l of the water. GcologlsU say that 
resrc^notos^arc places where t^e "-s^- 
crust, which everywhere covers tho surface 
of Yucatan, has become weakened by tho 
washing of subterranean waters and has caU 
C d of Its own weight, forming fixeat sink 
holes or natural wells on a large a^"^^^^- A"d 
now It Is clear why the ancient Inhabitants 
nrchlchon Itza so named their city. In the 
cou«o orthelr wanderings, the general trend 
0? which was northward, the Itzas. enter ng 
■ Yucatan from tho south, finally reached tho 
Two cenotes. around which Chlchen Itza l^te 
was built, but which then was probably noth 
Tng but wilderness. Here the striking contrast 
affordod by such an abundanco ot >vator n a 
country so generally parched could not fall to 
have attracted their attention. The P^acemust 
have seemed to tho thirsty wanderers a God- 
ewon site for. tho location of their, new home. 
By right of discovery they claimed the place, 
and to tho city which grew up around the cen- 
otos they^ave the name of Chichon Uxa. "Tho 
Mouth of the Wells of the Itzas. 

The two ceuotes at Chlclien Itza have been 
known by the Mayas from time immemorial 
as the Conot-^ Grande and the Cenote Sacrl, 
or the large Cenote ar>d tho Sacren Cenoto, re- 
snoclU'ely The first of these only In former 
uSos waB< used for the water supply of the 
city the Sacred Cenote being reserved for re- 
Ugfous use exclusively. It Is ^l»e 1"^"^ ' ^^y" 
over, and the religious obsorvancos held In 
connection with It, which gave the city its 
holy character. From far and near all-over 
Yucatan, and.probably even from Pf^nts more 
distant, pilgrimages were made to tho Sacred 
Ceno?e: It seems to have been the most ho y 
Bhrlne of the Maya people, comparable only 
In importance to the Mohammedan Mecca and 
the- Christian Jerusalem. In time of drought 
offcorlngs of all kinds were thrown »nto "- 
treasures, and In cases of extremity even llv- 
Ing human sacriflcea. 

Chichon Itza today Is somewhat changed In 
annearnnco from tho time when pilgrims came 
from far and near. to appease with human sac- 
rifice the.wrath of offended deities. Now tho 
city lies burled In a thick Jungle, which has 
steadily won its way Into the very heart of 
tho holy ploco. Colonnades have boon over- 
thrown and pyramids covered with trees to 
their- summit; courts have boon lost in a 
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tangle, of thorn and creepers; and palaces 
stripped of their sculptured embellishment. 
Desolation has spread everywhere In 
■wake of the encrtjachlng vegetation. 



To visit the ancient city now, one -Jolts for 
15 long, and weary miles In a two-wheeled cov- 
ered cart drawn by three mulea over the rough- 
est kind of a highway Imaginable. Thls\ pres- 
ent Inconvenience fortunately Is not to bo one 
of long standing. A new and straight road Is 
about to be built and an automobile service to 
tho ruins probably established, which will 
shorten the proaont length of the trip from 
four hours to about half an hour. Now. how' 
ever, this ride from Cltas, the nearest rollroad 
point, seoms interminable. Tho road, so 
called by courtesy only, winds through tho Im- 
penetrable' bush, which everywhere In tho nat- 
ural state covers northern Yucatan. Through 
this tho croaking cart finds a dubious way mile 
after mile until every muscle In one's body 
groans an agonized protest. Finally, when it 
seems that tho limit of physical endurance has 
been reached, the cart suddenly lurches around 
a sharp turn In tho road and as if by magic 
tho lofty Castillo fiashos Into view, towering 
high above tho plain and the rest of tho city 
In Its lonely magnificence. 

This Imposing structure, the highest in Yu- 
catan, rises 78 foot above the plaJp. The 
pyramid on which tho temple stands Is 195 
foot long on each sldo at the base and covers 
about an acre of ground. 

Tho Castillo would seem to have been the 
center of the ancient city, and probably Its 
chief sanctuary. To tho north lies tho Sacred 
Cenote and tho causeway, Just mentioned, 
loading to It. On tho cast is a vast group of 
buildings, colonnades, courts and pyramids. 
"The City of a Thousand Columns," as sorao 
one has picturesquely described It. Due west 
is the group of structures known ns tho Ball 
Court. To the south for half a mile or more, 
scattered through tho Jungle, are pyramids, 
courts, temples and palaces. The central lo- 
cation of tho Castillo with reference to all of 
these. OS well as Its great size and command- 
ing height, arguo strongly that it was tho 
chief sanctuary of the Holy City. 

Another Interesting group of structures at 
Chlchen Itza, irerhaps slightly less sacred in 
character than the Castillo, Is tho so-called 
"Ball Court," mentioned above as lying Just 
west of tho Castillo. This group Is composed 
of two parallel masses of solid masonry, each 
272 foot long, 27 feet high and 16 feet wide, 
placed 119 foot apart from each other. These 
two great walls, for such they roolly are. form 
a court nearly 300 fool long by 119 foet wide. 
High on tho aide .of each at the middle point 
from end to end there is attached a atone 
ring four feet in diameter ;wlth n hole through 
It. These rings are fastened to th«li' respec- 
tive walls by tenons of stone, and are so 
placed that tho surface of each Is porpondlcu- 
lor to tho vertical' face of the wall. Tho ar- 
rangement Is very similar to the baskets In 
our modern game of basket ball, except that 
at Chlchen Itza the "boskets" have their open- 
ings porpondlcular to the ground, while in our 
game tho openings in tho baskets are parallel 
with tho ground. To mako a basket at the 
Chlchen Itza court a somewhat horizontal 
throw, as in baseball, was necessary, while 
nowadays It Is a toas that wins tho goal. 

At the open ends of the court formed by 
these two walls stand temples, which In effect 
Inclose tho area, dcnnltoly marking Its boun- 
darlOB. On top of tho east wall, at Its south- 
ern ond, there Is a beautiful temple, .which 
affords a commanding v low of the entire court. 
This has been called "The Hjouse of the 
Tigers," because of a frieze of stalking tigers, 
which la sculptured In alto-relievo around the 
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Here desolation Is wide- 
spread. It seems ns 
though an earthquake 
must have shaken the 
Uza capital at some 
time. 

Row after row of .col- 
umns have been over- 
turned and now Uo pros- 
trate within a foot of 
their original positions. 
Perhaps a capital or 
a drum hero and there 
la broken, but for the 
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outside of tho building. 

also on the walla of an Interior room, an elab- 
orato mural painting representing an attack 
by some enemy upon a city, perhaps Chlchen 
Itza itself, and Its defense by the Inhabitants. 
Some of the poses taken by the combatants In 
the confilct are extremely realistic; such as In 
the throwing of Javelins, the swinging of war 
clubs, and tho like: This hit of mural decora- 
Uon In The House of Tho Tigers at Chlchen 
Itza probably marks tho hlgh-water mark of 
aboriginal painting In the Western Hemi- 
sphere; at least it la superior to everything 
else that has survived. 

The Identification of these two great walla 
and the temples associated with them, as a 
ball court, rests on firm historic foundation. 
When the Spanish first came to Mexico they 
found the natives playing a game of ball, which 
was of sufficient Importance to have a spe- 
cial court or ground sot apart for Its exclu- 
Blvo use. Sovorai of tho early Spanish writers 
havo described the game In somo^ detail, and 
all agreo as to its having played an Important 
part In tho life of the people. One chronicler 
has it that the object of the game was to 
strike the ball so that It would pass through 
the opening in the stone ring above mentioned 
as an important feature of the Chlchen Itza 
court. He adds that tho feat was one of con- 
siderable dexterity, since the ball could not 
bo hit with the hands, but that the hips or 
other parts of the body bad to be used instead. 
This rule of the game very materially In- 
creased tho difficulty In making a "Maya bas- 
ket;" BO much so, In fact, wo are told, that 
the lucky player making this winning stroke 
had forfeit to him as a reward for his skill all 
tho clothing and ornaments of the spectators. 
At such times, the chronicler concludes, the 
spectators were wont to scatter In all direc- 
tions without loss of tlme.'i hoping thus to es- 
cape paying tho penalty, but that the frlendfl 
of the lucky player Immediately gave chase 
and endeavored to exact tho full forfeit. 

Although the name Ball Court has been giv- 
en to this group of temples at Chlchen Itia. ^ 
It should not be supposed on that account, ^ 
that this great court was built primarily for 
sport. Such an explanation of Its fundamental 
purpose Is Incompatible with any conception 
which the American aborigine ever seoms to 
have entertained. To the Itza people the chief 
function of their Ball Court was doubtless a 
religious one. Games played there, If not 
actually held In connection with religious fes- 
tivals, were at least sufflclontly religious In 
their ' meaning as to completely overshadow 
tho element of sport as wo understand the 
term. That a game was played In which com- ^ 
petition and skill entered In cannot be doubt- 
ed In the face of contemporaneous evidence, 
and to this extent p'erhaps tne Mexican Ball 
Courts were athletic fields; but It must not be 
forgotten for a moment that Its true signifi- 
cance was religious, and that the games which 
were played there probably were held only In 
connection with religious festivals. It la not 
Improbable, however, that tho Aztecs were 
breaking away from the religious feature of 
sport at the time of the Spanish Conquest, but 
that "The Holy Men of tho Itzas," as tho peo- 
ple of Chlchen Itza are sometimes called in 
tho early manuscripts, had taken any such a 
radical step is little short of Inconceivable, so 
religious in character was the wholo Maya 
civilization. 

To tho oast of the Castillo lie a great groijp 
of courts, pyramids and oolonnadea, "The City 
of a Thousand Columns," already mentioned. 



In Its entlfoty this section of tho city must 
have presented an Imposing appearance, being 
lltorally a forest of columns surrounding and 
connecting the various courts. As to the use 
of these great colonnades, tradition and his- 
tory are equally silent. Some think that they 
were the law courts of the ancient city, where 
Justice was administered and punishment 
meted out. Others say that they were the 
market places, where the produce of the aur- 
rounding country was bought and sold. This 
latter explanation has one strong recommenda- 
tion In Its favor In that the descendants of 
tho builders of the ancient city of Yucatan, 
the present Maya Indians, stIU hold their mar- 
kets under tho portals surrounding the plazas 
In tho towns and villages throughout tho coun- 
try today. 

South of tho Cenote Grande there are n num- 
ber of woll-preserved structures, most of them 
presenting beautifully sculptured facades. To 
these fanciful names have been given, which 
probably have little or nothing to do with 
tho original uses of the buildings. One largo 
structure, for example, has been called "Tho 
Akabtzib." The name Is Maya and means 
"The House of the Dark Writing." This build- 
ing was so called, because of the fact that 
over one of Its Interior doorways there Is a 
lintel Inscribed with hieroglyphs. This lintel 
is so placed that tho hieroglyphics can only 
bo seen by artificial light, hence tho name, 
"The House of tho Dark Writing." Nearby Is 
a round tower, with but orte exception tho 
only structure of Its kind In the Maya area. 
This Is called "Tho Caraco." Caracol is the 
Spanish word for snail, and slnco the Interior 
circular corridor and spiral stairway of this 
structure bear somo remote resemblance to the 
convolutions of a snail shell, the name was 
applied to the building. The Manjos (Spanish 
for monastery) Is perhaps the most beautiful 
building at Chlchen Itza, It la composite, 
showing three different periods of construction. 
The above arc only a few of tho many struc- 
tures at Chlchen Uza. But in all directions for 
^ several miles the brush Is strewn with ruins. 
Crumbling walla and jungle-ridden courts aro 
to be encountered on every side; disintegration 
so far advanced that those once splendldjpal- 
aces and temples arc now but little more than 
shapoless mounds of fallen masonry. The total 
area covered by ruins which may be assigned 
to this center of primitive population has beon 
estimated by some as high as ton square miles. 
That larger Maya cities yet remain to be dis- 
covered now seem highly Improbablo so thor- 
oughly has tho general exploration of tho area 
been done. Consequently we may affirm with 
but little hesitation that "The Hols- City of tho 
Itzas" was the largest and most Important of 
the Maya civilization and probably of abor- 
iginal America as well. 



THE SIGH FOR LEISURE.

Under a series of 
referendums which are authorized the 
ueople are enabled to pass upon ratea 
authorized. A valuation of property 
Is to be made to determine rates and 
It Is provided that no franchise or 
monopoly which the people grant 
shall be used as an afiset to author- 
ize a high rate. 

After the Ohio general assembly ad- 
journed Lieutenant Governor Nichols 
Issued a statement In which be said: 
"It Is an undeniable tact that the 
present general aasembly has a legls- 
Utlve record to Its credit, of a bene- 
ficent nature unequaled by any legis- 
lature that has convened since the 
adoption ot our present constitution 
in 1851. 

•'The enactment of these several 
laws Is the work ot accomplishment 
of Governor Harmon, secured by per- 
sistent and tireless effort without 
anything of the spectacular or theatri- 
cal. Obstacles of a seemingly In- 
surmountable nature were encounter- 
ed—only to bo finally overcome— and 
the fruits of victory cannot bo with- 
held from Governor Harmon.

Product. 



Washlugtoii.— President Taft mndo 
public the much discussed and long 
expected report on the United States 
Steel corporation submitted to him by 
the bureau of corporatloaa. 

Signed by Herbert Knox Smith, 
commls3lonor of corporations, the re- 
port makes no recommendations and 
Is almost wholly narrative In form. 
Mr. Smith declares that restriction of 
competition was a prime object of the 
organizers of the steel corporation, or 
Eo-oallod "trust." 

CapltaHzml at $1,402,000,000. the cor- 
poration, ho asserts, had tangible prop- 
erty worth only $GS2,0O0,O00. Dy con- 
stant reinvestment oE earnings, how- 
ever, the report points out. much ol 
Uic -water" In the company has beea 
eliminated. 

The steel corporation now owns 75 
per cent, of the lake ores, having re* 
contly concentrated Its efforts to se- 
curing those properties. On this point 
the report says: 

"Indeed, In so far as the steel cor- 
poration's position in tlio entire iron 
and steel liulustrios is of monopolistic 
character. It is chiefly through Us 
control o£ ore holdings and the trans- 
portation of ore." 

Discussing In detail how "the im- 
pending struggle of thL' giants" was 
averted almost over night by the for- 
mation of the great combination of 
combinations, taking in 250 subsidiary 
companies controlling 60 per cent, of 
the total crude and linlshed steel 
Droductton of the country, the report 
aaye: 

"Until 1536 tUj bulU o£ the bust- 
nesr. was distributed among a very 
considerable number of concerns. 
There was sharp competition, modi- 
lied by frequent pools of greater or 
leas duration and effectiveness." 

Then came an era of great combina- 
tions, the report continues, with capi- 
talizations ranging from ?30,000,000 to 
$100,000,000, mergers of many smaller 
companies, which, Instead of eliminat- 
ing competition, threatened to bring 
price cutting on a larger scale than 
ever before. In 1S99-1900 there were 
three great companies— the Carnegie 
company. Federal Steel and National 
Steel— dominating the production of 
crude and soml-tlnlshed products, and 
six concerns- the American Steel and 
Wire. American Tin Plate, American 
Steel Hoop, American Sheet Steel, N'a- 
tlonal Tube and American Bridge- 
controlling the lighter flnlshed pro- 
ducts. 

Thla was the period when the "strug- 
gle of the glanU" -was Impending and 
-when the formation of the United 
States Steel corporation was con- 
ceived and brought about All nine of 
tho companies named were combined, 
and later the Union Steel company, 
the Clalrton Steel company, and, In 
1907, the Tennessee Coal» Iron and 
Railroad company were taken over. 
The promoting syndicate putting the 
deal through netted $62,500,000 In 
cash. 

The commissioner finds that compe- 
tition, so far as prices are concerned, 
has been modined by the policy of 
"co-operation" Inaugurated at tho 
"Gary dinners," about which so much 
has been said before the congresilonal 
Bteel Investigating committee. 

Tho present valuation of the com. 
bine's tangible property la placed at 
11,187,000,000, as against $1,468,000,000 
outstanding securities, an Increase of 
about $487,000,000 In property, while 
only about $66,000,000 has been added 
to capitalization.

of the Trenton Iron company; Frank 
N. Phillips, president of tho American 
Klectrlcal works, and Ferdinand W, 
Uoebllng of John A. Roebllng, Sons 
& Co. 

The companies Indicted are: 
Tho Bare Copper Wire association, 
the WMre Rope Manufacturers' associa- 
tion, the Lead Encased Rubber Cable 
association, the Fine Magnet Wire as- 
flocIaUon, the Underground Power 
Cable association, tho Horseahoo 
Manufacturers' association, the Tele- 
phino Cablo association and tho 
Weatherproof and Magnet "Wire asso- 
ciation. 

Only' two of the associations named 
are subsidiaries of tho United States 
Steel corporaUon— namely, the Tren- 
ton Iron works and tho American 
Steel and Wire company. 

Tho offense with which they are 
charged Is unlawful combination In re- 
straint of trade In wire producU in 
violation of the antl-truat law.

San Francisco. — Two earthduako 
shocks, the heaviest since tho big 
shake of 190G, and separated by. only 
a fow seconds, jarred the central part 
of California and western Nevada. 

The first sharp shock, experienced 
at 2:01 o'clock, was followed within 
a few seconds by one of similar in- 
tensity, each lasting about five sec- 
onds. Only slight damage was report- 
ed from any section, but In San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland and other clUcs in tho 
affected area, panic .seized upon 
crowds in stores and restaurants, and 
there was a pell mell exodus from tho 
large buildings. 

One peculiar feature of tho earth- 
quake was that it did not appear to 
follow the old "fault*" In tho earth's 
crust, which has been the playground 
of tremblers in the past, but extend- 
ed from the se^acoast eastward to tlys 
Sierras, including liltherto exempt 
mountain areas. 

It was felt to the northward of Sac- 
ramento in the Sacramento valley, 
southward as far as Fresno, and to 
tho oast to Carson and Reno, Nov., 
the former place experiencing the 
heaviest shock In Us history. 

Some alight damage was done to 
buildings In San Francisco. Heavy 
Btones In the conilcc of the Me- 
chanics' bank building were moved 
slightly out of alignment; superficial 
cracks were made in several sky- 
scrapers; cornices of tho new, post' 
ofilce building were disarranged,'' and 
minor damage was done to the In- 
terior walla of a number of other 
structures. 

W'ltbin a few BCCondr> after the first 
Bhock many downtown buildings were 
depopulated by a rush to the streets. 
Telephone and telegraph service was 
suspended by tho operators deserting 
their posts. , 

Herbert Hndley, a lodging house in- 
mate, died of fright, and some cases 
of hysteria and of cuts or bruises re- 
ceived in tho panic were treated at 
tho hospitals. 

Santa Uosa, which Buffered a great- 
er disaster in proportion to its size 
than did San Francisco In tho catas- 
trophe of 130G, scarcely felt the 
shock. 

San Jose, another heavy sufferer In 
1906, reported the shock was tho so- 
Tcrest experienced since that time, 
but It did no serious damage. 

Stockton and Fresno residents wore 
frightened by the Jarring, but there, 
as In Sacrnmonto, where tho state of- 
fices were deserted In a hurry as a re- 
sult of tho shock, tho damage to 
buildings was trlHIng. 

Ih Carson City, Nov., tho shock was 
severe. The federal court was In ses- 
sion and Judge, Jury and attorneys 
rushed to tho streoL

THE 194 mldBhlpmen who recently 
graduated at tho United SUtes 
naval academy, and whom It Is pro- 
posed to create ensigns ns soon as 
posalblo. have In tho last year of 
their course received special training 
!to fit them peculiarly for a war with 
;japan. A member of the class has 
.'let the secret out The hundreds of 
(■other middles will bo similarly treat, 
'^cd. Tho members of the graduating 
class during the last four months 
have been faralliarlxed with the prin- 
cipal naval bases, armaments, naval 
forces, and resources of Japan, and 
they have In theory fought naval 
battles with Japan. 

It could not bo learned who had 
■given the orders to Instruct the mid- 



shipmen what to do In case of a war 
with Japan, anft the greatest possible 
secrecy has been maintained while 
the teaching was going on. In many 
of the places and Instructions the 
name of Japan was not mentioned at 
all, and the author of them simply 
said, "the navy of the strongest 
Asiatic power." 

It was further stated by the in- 
former that he understood the 86 
graduating cadets at West Point, N, 
Y.. had received the same Instruoi 
tlons as to land flghUng that tho mid' 
sblpmen had In anval warfare. Tho 
member of the class upon promise 
that hlB nam© should not be revealed, 

said: 

"We have been taught what to do

HIS Is going to bo the biggest 
year yet for aviation. Not 
only In Amorica and Europe, 
but In far-off countries like 
Japan air craft are being built 
by the hundreds and scores of exhibi- 
tions are planned for tlie next few 
months. In this country and In Eu- 
rope alone a total of more than $1,500,- 
000 Is offered In prizes for aviators. 
No such wonderful progress in a new 
means of transportation has ever been 
witnessed' in tho world before.

Although travel by 
land and water will not be rivaled by 
travel In the air for many years to 
come, yet the airship Is likely to out- 
strip all other metliods of rapid traris- 
portatlon within the next year or so. 

America is still far behind Europe, 
both In tho giving of prizes and tho 
fiying of machines. This, however, is 
not likely to continue to be the case. 
Not oven France Is showing more ac- 
tivity In aviation than America Is be- 
ginning to. The list of prizes that are 
open for competition thus far this 
year In America totals almost $500,- 
000. Under the auspices of the Chi- 
cago Aero club, there will be a tour- 
nament that in the wealth of Its prizes 
and tho distinction of its contestants 
will exceed anything the world yet has 
seen. The most expert of pilots wlU 
be In charge and tho most famous of 
Inventors will there meet In contest. 
The prizes are fixed at a minimum of 
$200,000. At the very first meeting of 
tho club, called by Harold F. McCor- 
smlck, $80,000 was subscribed, and

Then 
there Is the $15,000 prize offered by 
Edwin Gould for tho most perfect and 
practical heavler-than-alr fiying ma- 
chine designed and equipped with two 
or more sfiparate motors and propell- 
ers so counoctctl that they may bo op- 
erated Individually or logethor. There 
aro two big prizes for long filglits.

The 
prizes at miscellaneous meets and cir- 
cuits in Germany, Italy, Russia and 
Belgium amount to $150,000. There 
are many big Individual events.

tralla, in India, and even 
South Africa. 

Almost as Important ns getting the 
right sort of motor Is the finding of 
the secret of automatic stability of 
aeroplanes. More has been learned In 
the last twelve monthfi • about tho 
swirls and turmoils that beset the nav- 
igator In the fields of air than ever 
was known before. But the aero- 
plane will bave to become a steady, 
well-balanced machine under varying 
conditions before It can surpass the 
automobile In popularity and general 
use. Many devices are being tried to 
accomplish this end. There Is no 
doubt that the problem will be solved 
Batlsfactorlly before long, and that tho 
annual death roll of the aeronauts will 
be cut down considerably. 

A great many enthusiastic people 
have been urging their governments 
to stop building battleships and spend 
their millions for air craft They have 
pointed out that for the cost of one 
Dreadnaught an aerial fleet that 
would darken the "sky could be con- 
structed. In fact, tho nations of the 
world are feverishly preparing for aer- 
ial warfare. Great as has been tho 
rivalry between the great powers to 
build and equip battleships, the rivalry 
between them for mastery of the air 
is fully as keen. Even the United 
States has caught the fever and within 
a few months expects to have 150 aer- 
oplanes under Us command. The last 
congress appropriated $125,000 for the 
purchase ond building of aeroplanes 
for naval and military purposes. The 
aerial corps Is already under organiza- 
tion and the most noted aviators In 
the United States are now commis- 
sioned oOlcers In It The Aorlal corps 
of the regular army has been seeing 
some service during the maneuvers 
still under way In the southwest and 
have done scout duty for the marching 
columns.

They have been swamped with orders 
during the past few months and have 
enough now to keep them busy for a 
year.
